The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance based on the 
previously sited prior art and Applicant's Arguments filed on 10/14/08, therein, claim 1 
includes allowable subject matter and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure, 
taken individually or in combination, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the 
claimed limitations having: 

" A standard advanced technology attachment queuing automation circuit, comprising: 
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Art Unit: 2182 

a first circuit for storing a command from a higher layer of a serial advanced technology 
attachment (SATA) device: a second circuit for creating a frame information structure 
(FIS) corresponding to the command, communicating with a transport layer of the SATA 
device, and transmitting the frame information structure to the transport layer of the 
SATA device: and a third circuit for receiving a FIS from the transport layer of the SATA 
device, decoding the received FIS, and taking an appropriate action ." 

The remaining claims 6-1 1 and 22-25 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on the 
independent claim.
